Beginning next January first, farm 
produce of 
all kinds, 
vegetables, 
fruits, poultry, meat, hardware, gro­ 


ceries and almost everything else, 
except live stock, within certain limi­ 
tations provided by the parcels post 
law, will be as mailable as letters. 
Within less than a month the gov­ 
ernment will practically establish a 
great national parcels express com­ 
pany. Man}’, no doubt, have not even 
taken notice of the fact that tho 
United States parcels post will open 
for business January 1st. 
No one can see fa r enough ahead 
to predict to just what extent the 
parcels post is going to effect our 
national life—to say nothing of the 
home life, but it is apparent that 
within the next year the widespread 
importance of the postoffice appro­ 
priation act of August 24 will be 
more fully understood than it is to­ 
day. 
It bring* to this country the day 
when, for example, toe students at 
college may mail their soiled linen 
home and get a fresh bundle from 
mother, or farm er Jones may mail a 
dozen eggs to banker Smith in the 
town or city. 
It would seem that the members of 
the congress who enacted the law 
providing for a nation-wide parcels 
post system did not fully realize the 
stupendousness of the task at hand. 
For tile organization of new govern­ 
ment work, small in comparison with 
that of making every one of sixty 
thousand post offices a parcels office, 
the government generally takes a 
year or two. 
In m atters of far less 
importance Washington generally has 
a profound commission at work for 
several years. 
But in this instance 
congress virtually called in Postm as­ 
ter-General Hitchcock and gave him 
notice to have a parcels post system 
ready in four months, to serve not 
only all the people iii this country, 
but those in Alaska. Hawaii, Ameri­ 
can Samoa. Pinto Rico, Panama and 
even to reach the people over in the 
Philippine islands. 
Anil it is to be just as stupendous 
a task for 
every postm aster and

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OH three weeks less thai) two 
years Maurice M. Lustig stood 
in th e shadow of death, with 
nothing but reminders of death 
round and uliout him. 
The sun was 
not shining for him. 
The stars were 
twinkling for others. 
No sun or sky 
or earth did he see In those years of 
gloom in the death house at Sing Sing. 
His identity ill the world was gone. 
He was known only as a number. 
He 
was forgotten by all lint bis family 
aud Hie friend* who stuck by bim. 
Seventeen meu who bad been his 
neighbors in adjoining cells in that 
time had gone by his narrow steel 
dwelling and had passed through the 
little green door. 
Seventeen men had 
beet) slipped into eternity. 
The little 
green door of the death house at Sing 
Sing opens on tin* road from which 
there Is no turning back 
It is the 
threshold of the electric chair. 
Mea had gone by Lustig with their 
heads bowed in prayer. 
Men 
had 
walked with heads erect to meet their 
Redeemer. 
Men bad gone that way 
cursing the God who brought them 
into the world. 
Men had been dragged 
groveling, 
shrieking, 
howling 
with 
fear, begging for mercy, down the short 
walk from the death house to death 
itself. 
Awful Meaning: of “Go Away.” 


When 
the condemned 
man starts 
down that walk they cal! it “going 
away.” They never mention the chair 
in the death house. 
They nerer men­ 
tion death. 
They are breathing its at­ 
mosphere all the time. 
Every man 
keeps count on the days, 
fie knows 
when he is "going away.” Lustig saw 
them all go. 
Some had boca in the 
death house before lie arrived there; 
others who followed him be MW •go­ 
ing away.” OiL*e his day bad ls*en set 
for ‘ going away,** but the day passed. 
He says lie knew he was never going 
through Hie little green door because 
he had faith in himself, in his lawyers, 
Alexander 
May per 
and 
Benjamin 
Reass. and in tile higher courts. 
And a day came v hen tie* court of 
appeals handed down its decisions in 
the cases of eleven men who were nu­ 
der the death sentence for murder. 
Two the chair awaited in Dannemora. 
one in Auburn and eight iu Sing Sing 
Of all these only Maurice Lustig was 
granted a new trial. 
On seven of the 
eight in Sing Sing the little green door 
ojvened aud closed for the first and last 
time. Today Maurice Lustig walks the 
streets of Now* York a free mali. 
Lustig was convicted of the murder 
of his wife. 
The principal witness 
against him was Mrs. .Maud Livingston. 
It was shown on the stand that she 
was the author of three anonymous 
letters addressed to Coroner Dooley 


Anonymous Letter Caused Inquest 


The first of these letters was ie-eh 
od the day Mrs. Lustig was to ive but 
led. 
Coroner Dooley hastened t>» the 
house and stopped tin- funeral until an 
inquest could be held. 
He had several 
detectives and itolieemeii with him. At 
the conclusion of the inquest the <•«iro­ 
ner aud the |*oU e went away, aud the 
funeral was J r< reeded with. 
Three months later oil the receipt af 
more anonymous letters Lustig w asoi 
dered arrest ell. 
The woman kept a 
drugstore and swore that she had seen 
Lustig take a liottle of strychnine from 
a shelf in the store. 
She i.tver said 
anything about this, she stated on the 
stand, never mentioned it to the coro­ 
ner, nor did she go to the police court 
to appear against the prisoner, it was 
mainly on her evidence that Lustig was 
| convicted. 
It was tile review of her 
| evidence that granted a new trial to 
the condemned man aud set him free. 
“Oh. its great to breathe God's sn a 
shine again,” said Lustig. 
“Ifs great 
to be out In the world once more, to 
see people, to have them bump into 
you, to hear them talk and laugh aud. 
yes. swear. 
It’s a wonderful tiling to 
know you have friends who will stick 
by you to the limit, who will do things 
for you without hope of reward, do 
them just for you. 
“I’ve had them. 
I’ve got them. 
I

chair. My lawyers didn’t. 
I never can 
forget Solomon Radeseb. who was not 
In the case, but who had been my at­ 
torney ou former occasions. Ile it was 
who dug up the evidence against Mrs 
Livingston—who found out she was liv­ 
ing under nu assumed name. 
He pho­ 
tographed her former apartments. 
lie 
got her history. 
He was mainly in 
strumentni in saving me from the 
chair. 
The ChiU of Death. 


“When I entered the death house 
there were sixteen men ahead of me. 
I made the seventeenth. 
I filled the 
cells In the house. I dkl not leave hope 
behind, for we had then the newly 
discovered evidence. 
I knew that I 
would never go through the little green 
door. 
But that did not make the sur 
roundings the less gloomy. 
It did not 
lift the chill from the vaults. 
It did 
not remove the ever presence of death. 
It was uncanny. 
It was awful when 
they began taking the condemned men 
out to the chair. 
"The first two to ‘go away’ were Carl

Prayed ; Some 
Cursed 


and Struggled. 


Lutz aud Joseph Cordes. 
The former 
was a German who bad shot a man. 
The second was an Italian who had 
mistreated aud then killed his daugh­ 
ter. 
Lutz had a son who was a Luth­ 
eran minister, 
He was resigned to 
death. Cordes took on fearfully, 
'the 
shades of all the veils were lowered so 
that we could not see the men’s faces, 
but we could hear Cordes. 
No one of 
us slept the night before, 
All night 
long we sang hymns and read chap­ 
ters from the Bible. 
We read in turn 
aud sang together. We sang whatever 
the condemned man requested. 
“Many of those scenes I was destined 
to go through, and I became accustom­ 
ed to them—yes, hardened. 
Rut the 
one scene to which I never could lie 
come calloused was the last parting of 
the relatives with the man who was 
‘going away.’ 
This was on the Sun 
day previous to the day he was to 
pass through the little green door. The 
shades 
were mercifully 
lowered 
in 
front of our ceils, and we were spared 
the sight of the scenes which were 
taking place, but w e could not shut 
out the cries and the screams that 
rang through tile death house. 
Ch. it 
was awful! 
"It seems to me that I will never lie 
able to forget the depths of despair 
sounded by those agonized cries. 
Fa­ 
thers anil mothers, sisters, brothers, 
wives and sweethearts went by us, 
weeping and in hysterics. 
They were 
carried out fainting 
They were drag j 
ged out raving like maniacs. 
There! 
was an awful stillness in the death 
house just before those scenes and 
long after the cries had ceased to echo 
through the corridor 
Becker and the Gun Men. 
"The paper* stated that no Rigns of 
recognition were lietrayed by Becker 
or the four gun men when the latter 
were taken in there. 
You can rest as­ 
sured that they have spoken since. 
The death bouse has no inequality of 
rank. 
They are all on an even plane 
there. 
I understand that Becker ol­ 
eo pics my old cell, 
lf lie does in* Is 
just two cells removed from the little 
green door. 
They all talk. 
I hey can 
read Slid write in their cells, ami they 
can smoke. 
They receive visitors, but 
they talk with them four feet removed 
from their cells. 
A wire screen sep 
irate* prisoner and visitor four feet 
out from the cells. 
"Your wife, mother, sister or sweet 
heart may converse with you. 
Sh* 
cannot embrace you, she cannot kis- 
you. She cannot touch you. 
You sure 
ly have left tile world behind you 
when you enter the death house at 
Sing Sing. 
"The men play checkers. 
Each bsf 
a cheeker Urn rd with the squares nun) 
tiered. They make their own checkers 
of bits of pnsfelioard or paper. 
From 
their cells they call the number of the 
square from which and to which they 
move and call the jumps. 
Some great 
games are played there. 
Everything Is Forgiven Then. 
"The men fight 
They cannot reach 
each other, but they can call names 
ami curse each oilier. 
Then on the 
night N*fore a man ‘goes away* every 
man who has had trouble asks Ids for 
given* ss aud Is forgiven, no mattei 
what the offense. 
Then all Join in 
prayer and song. 
"The last man who ‘went awny’ lie 
for** I left v a t young Alliert Wolfer 
convicted of murdering Ruth Miller 
You will remember the case. 
Most o' 
the girl's body was found in a sack 
on the roof of the house where Wolfe* i 
lived. The sack was thrown down int 
the yard, and there the bones were dis 
covered. 
More bones were found in 
Wolter’s fireplace in his room. 
A hand 
was found clutching hair wWch match 
ed the color of his. 
“I believe that Welter was innocent 
of the murder. 
I heard him swear on 
his knees before his father and moth 
er when they visited him for the last 
time that he bad no hand in the in UT 
der. 
I shook Ila nils with him when be 
passed my cell. 
He said: ‘Good luck 
to you, old man. 
Goodby.* 
I said. 
‘God bless you.’ 
I couldn’t say any 
more. 
“Joseph Candia, convicted of th* 
fiendish murder of a man, was tile 
worst specimen of manhood in the 
death house in tile two years I was 
there. 
He was blasphemous beyond 
belief. 
The day before the last he 
cursed 
his 
Maker, 
he 
blaspheme*! 
Christ. 
He threw the crucifix on the 
floor aud stam ps! on it. 
Ile tore up 
the holy picture* which had been giv 
en him and spat on them. 


Dragged In Through the Door. 
“That night, the last night, we pray 
ed with him and snug with him af 
with the rest. 
He went away, cursing 
and fighting, ami had to be finally 
dragged through the door. 
And 
heard that just before he was placed 
In the chair he begged for a few ma 
ments in which to make his peace with 
God. Ile fell upon his knees and prayed 
“Only once did we sing for a man 
»n the day he was ‘going away.* 
He 
tsked us the night I*efore to sing us ht 
went out ‘In the Arms of Jesus.’ 
We 
jang it, but with indifferent success. 
Too many were thinking of the day tc 


come, ail roo soon, wnen m e tittie 
green door would oj>en for them. 
It 
was the first time in the history of the 
death house there had been any sing­ 
ing on the morning of a man ‘going 
away.* 
They ‘went away* from the 
death house usually between 4 and 5 
o’clock in the morning. 
This man’s 
mime was Charles SWinton. 
He lost 
his nerve on the last night, and I think 
his mind was unbalanced. 
At the last 
I don t believe lie knew what was hap­ 
pening to him. 
“Lawrence Bpohr was a musician In 
the army. 
He shot a man. 
At times 
he gave us a concert on a harmonicon, 
and be could make that mouth organ 
talk. 
It was wonderful* the music he 
made. 
Ile canid play anything from 
ragtime to the classics. He could have 
the harmonic on whenever he called for 
it. 
When he stopped playing he had 
to hand it over to the keejier. 
Spohr 
suet ceded in getting another trial aft­ 
er I left and is now in the Tombs. 


Warden Kennedy Was Human. 
“Music we bad in plenty, thanks to 
the good heart of Warden Kennedy. 
The warden was loved by every man 
who ever went into tile death house. 
Ile was human. 
Before Ids coming 
our I rivilegcs were few enough. 
He 
made for us the best that could be 
made of such a situation. 
He had the 
organ and the prison quartet and the 
violinist brought in to play and sing 
for us. 
Ile gave us Bibles and maga­ 
zines and saw to it that we got the 
daily papers, all the morning papers 
except the Sunday papers. 
He fur­ 
nished smoking tobacco and cigarette 
papers. 
He brought us fruit and nuts. 
He was a prince. 
“So was James Connaughton, the 
principal keeper—‘I*. Iv.* we called him 
In terms of endearment. 
He did all 
that he could for us. 
The warden’s 
order* were that we were to have the 
beat that could be given in the circum­ 
stances. 
We got it from *P. Iv.’ 
“Father ('nshin. the prison chaplain, 
was one bright ray of sunshine that 
came into the death house. 
Ile is a 
Catholic 
priest 
aud 
in 
every 
way 
worthy of Ids cloth. 
He is a man and 
a gentleman. 
He spoke with all the 
boys, gave them consolation, talked 
wit Ii them by the hour, gave them Bi­ 
bles and papers and tobacco. 
He was 
God's own messenger. 
•‘Ills predecessor, who called himself 
the Rev. Jones, was as different as day 
from lib lit. 
The boys got no consola­ 
tion nor sympathy from Mr. Jones. 
lie 
said to one of them. ‘Mel!, if yond 
behaved yourself on the outside you 
never would have been in here.’ 
He 
didn't have to tell that to the man 
Tile matt knew it. 
“Another man among men is Warden 
Ed Hanley ct tin* Tonilis. 
Ile is a tine 
follow and every inch a man. 
Lowry the Friend of the Condemned 


“There are good men who go to the 
death bouse and talk with tbe boys and 
do something to ameliorate their con 
dltlon. One of these is John Lowry of 
bld Fifth arenae. 
He takes Hie great­ 
est Interest in the unfortunate. 
He 
visits many of the prisons and reforma­ 
tories and is constantly doing good. 
Ile gives away books and pajiers. 
He 
helps a man after leaving prison. 
Ile 
spends bls own money and asks no re­ 
turn for it except the reform of the 
man for whom he is working. 
It is a 
pity that there are not tunny more like 
him. but there are a few. 
“There ar** men in prison who are 
better than many who walk the streets 
free men. 
I don’t say this is universal, 
but there are many who have gone 
there I icon use they had no money to 
hire good lawyers to fight their cases 
in Hie courts. This is the kind of men 
Lowry aud Ills kind alin to help. 
I 
think I shall engage in that kind of 
work when I can get my head above 
water—when I have the means to do it 
“y man never looks on the sunshine 
once the door closes behind him iii the 
death house 
He is 
never taken out of 
his cell except for ten minute* each 
Saturday, when he has his bath. 
I he 
bathtub is a rotten old tub with twen 
ty years of du*t on it. 
When you get 
shaved you put your head outside. The 
rest of your body remains in the cell. 
They use a safety, and It is a pretty 
rough affair. 
The food is serve*! on 
two battered tin plates. 
You get a 
spoon for your t offee. 
Your meat you 
eat with your fingers. 
The food is 
good, but tile cooking is rotten. A man 
In prison needs all the help he can get. 
and I ain going to do my little best for 
the rest of my life to help them all-’*— 
New York Evening World.

all, with this business, aa most of the 
cutting of Christmas trees and greens 
Is done beyond the limits of the quar­ 
antined area. 
While Christmas trees and greens 
cut wltliiu tile infested area may not 
go into Interstate traffic bara use of the 
Impossibility of so Inspecting the trees 
as to prevent their carrying possible 
infestation wjth gypsy moth egg*, this 
restriction does not prevent the local 
movement of such trees within tbs 
quarantined district.

accident. 
Charles P. Sumner, New Y’ork agent 
for the Cunard Steamship company, 
said that he had heard of no such ac­ 
cident and that he was sure that he 
would have been the first to have 
heard from the foreign offices of the 
line if there had been any. He had re­ 
ceived a cablegram saying that* the 
Mauretania left Queenstown at noon 
Sunday and that all were safe aboard. 
Robert S. Walker, another official of 
the lire. al o doubted the truth of the 
report.

They will certainly re­ 
fuse to surrender Adrianople even lf it 
falls, nor will the freedom of the Par- 
uanelle* be discussed, for the Turks 
still own both shores. 
Turkey, how­

listen to the Balkan states if they put 
forward arrogant claims. Turkey has 
consented to compromise and discuss 
terms when she is at last In a strong 
position from a military point of view.

THE PAROLE SYSTEM 


Its Advantages Pointed Out by State 


Charities Board. 


Indianapolis. Dec. 9.—Of the 0.915 
prisoners of the state prison. Indiana 
reformatory and woman’s prison grant­ 
ed conditional if leases since the pas­ 
sage of the indeterminate sent' ne*1 
and parole laws in 1897, 4.000 oomph t- 
ed the 5 irole period to the oatisfac- 
don of those in charge and were re­ 
leas'd fr un supervision. 
An a idltlon- 
a1 4 49 Were dis. barged because th* 
maximum limit of their sentences was 
reached during the parole period, and 
120 have died. 
At the des* of the fiscal year Sent 
30, 1912, 573 were under supervision 
and reporting to the authorities. These 
various classes make a total of 5,142. 
The remaining 1.803 are the failures, 
those who are known to have broken 
faith. 
They constitute 25.9 per cent 
of the whole number paroled. 
P p to 
Sept. 3d. 1,024 delinquents had been 
returned to the institutions and 779 
were still at large. 
“Sooner or later the term s of the 
prisoners 
who 
have 
been 
paroled 
would have expired and they would 
have left the institutions free men and 
women, but going out as they did un­ 
der the parole law they remained un­ 
der the control of the state until they 
eave satisfactory proof of their refor­ 
mation and their ability to maintain 
themselves.*’ says Amos W. Butler, 
secretary cf tho hoard of state chari­ 
ties. in a bulletin which will he made 
a part of his annual report soon to he 
issued. 
“By paroling them and exer­ 
cising over them such supervision 
as was necessary until they became 
rehabilitated, the state saved to use­ 
ful citizenship many who might have 
continued in criminal wavs and lie- 
come a menace to the public welfare.” 
The state reformatory, up to the 
close of the fiscal year, had paroled 
4.171 young men and its unsatisfactory 
cases numbered 1,087 or 20 per cent. 
Of the 2.580 men paroled from the 
state prison, 217. or 25.5 per cent prov­ 
ed delinquent. 
The woman’s prison 
paroled 194 women, of whom 25 proved 
delinquent. 
“The records show that the parole 
system is as great a success financial­ 
ly as otherwise.” reads the report. 
“The prisoners during the time they 
were under supervision, never less 
than a year, reported earnings for 
themselves amounting to $1.880 995.53 
and expenses amounting to $1,568,- 
466.06, these reports being certified by 
their employers. 
These ex-pri«oners, 
therefore, not only were self-sustain­ 
ing. Kilt had on hand or due them 
when they ceased reporting a total of 
$318,528.87. 
Had they remained in 
prison their maintenance for one year 
would have cost the state at the aver­ 
age per capita expense, the additional 
sum of $1,1*2,555.80.”

In the large cities. She said: 
“J have been in tenement houses in 
tho Italia?; sections of the city recent­ 
ly and I ii ive 
eon girls of six, seven 
or eight years working far into the 
flight ii’:tkinu artificial flowers. When 
those girls become seventeen or eigh 
teen years old they are the ones who 
become incorrigible. 
The struggle to 
keep above the poverty line is hard 
for them, and it is no wonder that 
many of these girls succumb to the 
temptations dangled before them by 
procurers and procuresses. 
“I have srmn fight people living in 
two rooms, five living in one room. 
When people are crowded like that it 
is impossible for them to observe the 
decencies of life.” 
Referring to the treatment of un­ 
fortunates. she said: 
“Littlf is being done to help taller. 
women: the present methods of the 
night court are unsatisfactory. 
The 
constructive 
work 
should 
be 
done 
with the younger girls; it is possible 
to help the girls who have been living 
the life only a short time. 
“ Probation is the only process of 
dealing with them. 
It means some­ 
thing to these girls to have somebody 
interested in them; they 
want the 
human help of spumone who does not 
reg;*i d them as bad all through.” 
Miss Miner spoke of the work being 
done by tho Waverley House, with 
which she is connected. 
The house is 
helping the department of justice In 
its work against white slavery. 
“When we know the work the de­ 
partment is doing, we know that the 
stories of white slavery are not yellow 
journalism. There are many men and 
women who make a business of traf­ 
ficking in these women. Some of them 
do it under promise of marriage, some 
through want advertisements, some by 
employment bureaus and 
some 
by 
force.”
